Americans  are  awakening  to  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  does 
have  some  connection  with  other 
parts  of  the  world.  They  are  awak 
ing  to  the  fact  that  this  war  is 
afecting  us  right  at  home.  I  do 
not  mean  only  thos-e  who  have 
relatives  in  the  Philippines,  I 
mean  the  change  in  prices,  clos¬ 
ing  of  factories,  loss  of  our  fore¬ 
ign  trade,  etc.  Many  people  will 
lose  their  jobs  as  factories  are 
stoped  to  war  production.  This 
time  there  wili  be  airplanes,  bat¬ 
tleships,  tanks  and  machinery  of 
all  kinds  to  fight  with.  Some  peo¬ 
ple  say  that  we  are  going  to  have 
a  dictatorship  because  the  same 
thinng  happened  in  Germany  in 
1936.  On  this  side,  however,  no 
American  believes  that  strict 
regulation  will  continue  after  the 
war. 

“After  the  war  .  .  ”  everyone 
is  saying.  Why  not  live  in  the 
present?  We  should  realize  that 
we  do]  not  have  six  , years  in 
which  to  do  what  Germany  did 
about  reorganizing  business  for 
war  production.  We  must  act 
quickly.  Walter  Lippmann  says 
that  the  Japanese  war  on  the 
United  States  and  British  Pacific 
outposts  must  have  been  decided 
upon  at  least  18  months  ago. 
During  this  period  we  spent  en¬ 
ergy  on  hot  presidential  cam¬ 
paigns,  conscription,  lease -lend, 
the  Neutrality  Act,  and  owner  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  period  of  military 
seryice.

Now  we  seem  to  realize  with¬ 
out  a  British  Alliance  in  both 
oceans  our  position  in  the  Paci¬ 
fic  could  not  be  defended.  We 
have  learned  that  our  greatest 
industry  —  automobiles  — is  de¬ 
pendent  for  it  very  existence  on 
the  defense  of  the  British  Em¬ 
pire  in  southeastern  Asia.  The 
Japanese  must  not  get  Singapore. 
The  fall  of  this  strategic  point 
would  mean  China  would  have 
to  make  an  agreement  with  Jap¬ 
an  for  we  alone  can  supply  her 
since  Russia  can  no  longer  help 
China.  The  loss  of  the  Phillip  - 
pines  and  Singapore  would  cut 
our  aid  off  entirely,  as  Japan 
calculates  in  .her  tremendous 
gamble. 

Hanson  W,  Baldwin  in  the  New 
York  Times,  last  Sunday,  said 
there  are  three  focal  points  in 
the  Battle  of  the  West:  the  Rus¬ 
sian  front,  Great  Britain,  and  in 
the  event  of  a  final  Russian  de¬ 
feat,  the  Eastern  Mediterranean. 
In  the  East,  Singapore,  China, 
and  Soviet  Siberian  Front  are  the 
vital  points.  We  must  carry  the 
war  to  the  enemy;  not  wait  for 
them  to  come  to  ouy  shores.

Something  New 
In  Tenn.  Colleges 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (ACP)  — 
Something  new  in  Tennessee  col¬ 
lege  operation  came  Into  being 
this  month  with  dedication  of  th© 
joint  libraries  of  George  Pea¬ 
body  College  for  Teachers,  Scar- 
ritt  college,  and  Vanderbilt  uni¬ 
versity.  Two-day  exercises  marked 
the  dedication. 

The  joint  libraries  represent  a 
new  movement  in  high  educa¬ 
tion,  research,  and  library  sev- 
ice.  They  were  established  to  elim¬ 
inate  unnecessary  duplication,  to¬ 
co-ordinate  .and  expand  th©  li¬ 
brary  resources  and  services  of 
the  three  neighboring  institu¬ 
tions,  of  higher  learning. 

The  library  building  and*  its 
endowment  are1  jointly  owned  and 
directed.  In  like  manner  its  book 
resources  and  service8  and  all 
of  the  other  library  resources 
and  sevices  of  the  three  co-op¬ 
erating  institutions  'ar©  jointly 
controlled  and  administered*  by 
one  board  of  trustees. 

This  co-operative  enterprise  is 
designed  as  one  of  the  steps  to¬ 
ward  realization  of  a  great  re¬ 
gional  nniversity  center  in  Nash¬ 
ville.
